Gives Sermon At 
NCCM Holy Hour 


Gary—“Thou shall not bear false 
witness against thy neighbor,” de- 
clared Father C. Schnitz, pastor of 
St. Luke parish, as his text in the 
sermon delivered at the sixty-fifth 
Holy Hour in the Spiritual Cru- 
sade of the Gary Deanery Council 
of the National Council of Catholic 
Men, held recently at St. Luke 
Church. 

“The. world is in trouble every- 
where,” Father Schnitz went on, 
“and people are asking why doesn’t 
the Church do something about it? 
The Church has, but the people 
do not follow her instructions; the 
people make promises but that is 
as far as it goes. What is the 
remedy, then?” Father asked, and 
stated that the “remedy to all the 
trouble is in God’s instruction to 
man. If men had followed God’s 
Ten Commandments, there wouldn’t 
be any trouble anywhere. People 
would be honest with themselves, 
and naturally honest in all of their 
dealings with others.”

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Priest Tells Of 
Two Visits With 
Theresa Neumann 


Stigmatic Hasn’t Had 
Food Or Drink For 
More Than 20 Years

WENTY years’ had _ passed 
since my first visit to Theresa 
Neumann of Konnersreuth on Aug- 
ust 18-19, 1927. In those days, 
news of her stigmata had gone far 
beyond the borders of Bavaria. Of 
equally great interest was the re- 
port of her abstinence from food 
and drink. 


The name of Theresa was @ 
magnet drawing crowds daily from 


distant points, especially on Thurs-. 


days and Fridays. They came by 
trains, buses, private cars, some 
traveling afoot, to see Theresa 
Neuman in ecstasy. I travelled by 
train in a round-about way, the 
trip taking abuvut two hours, al- 
though the distance from my boy- 
hood home to Konnersreuth is only 
fifteen miles. 


Konnersreuth nestles in a coun- 
tryside setting that is both pastoral 
and romantic. The hills surround- 
ing the village are rugged, but 
covered with well kept forests. The 
inhabitants, like those in all Bav- 
aria, are intensely religious. 

It was a drizzly afternoon. Two 
thousand people had gathered in

There are, fortunately, some long- 
established charitable organiza- 
tions like the Sisters of Charity 
of St. Vincent de Pau! and Caritas 
to help them, But these organiza- 
tions, in turn, need help from out- 
side sources, help from America, 
help from you, if they are to carry 
on. 

Listen to a few facts and figures 
about the youngest victims of 
World War II. In France there 
are about 150,000 children orphan- 
ed, handicapped, sick or under- 
nourished. They are absolutely 
dependent upon the _ Sisters of 
Charity of St. Vincent de Paul. 
The Sisters have about 760 hos- 
pitals, day nurseries and sanatoria 
crowded with the sick and home- 
less. 

In Poland the rate of infant mor- 
ality is staggering. Over 50 per 
cent of the children born there in 
the past year are doomed to die.

To Each His Own’ Is More 
Than Just Another Song Title 


Fair Play Taught By Natural Law 


BY THE REVEREND RICHARD GINDER 


HEN we think of the words “To Each His Own,” most of 
us think first of all of a song that was popular a season 
or so back; but the idea behind the words, the notion that 
each ought to get what’s coming to him, is a notion actually 
as old as the human race. It’s almost a literal translation 
of the Latin axiom “Jus suum cuique, and as such it’s the 


tice. 

In fact, it’s at the root of prac- 
tically all. our quarrels and argu- 
ments. We use it from childhood 
to old age: 


“He hit me first,” we say.—Or, 
“That’s my hat you're wearing.”— 
Or, “This summons is an outrage; 
I wasn’t speeding!” 

In cases like those, we’re mak- 
ing an appeal to a standard — to 
what one might call the rules of, 
fair-play in human conduct. The 
idea is that if he hit us first, we 
have a right to defend ourselves; 
or that no one should wear our 
clothes without our permission; or 
that we shouldn’t be arrested un- 
less we've broken a law.

So it is that when a person) 
violates that standard of fairplay, | 
he almost always starts making} 
out a case for himself, even if it's | 
only so much empty wind: 

“Sure I hit him, but he stuck out 
his leg to trip me.”—“I know it’s | 
your hat, but didn’t I lend you 
my umbrella last week?”—“Not, 
speeding? Why, I’ve been clock- | 
ing you at 70 miles per hour ever | 
since that last stoplight!” | 

Now, if any of these people | 
didn’t recognize those universal | 
rules of fair-play, they’d just shrug | 
their shoulders and say: 

“What of it? I’m bigger than 
you. Want to make something out 
ot it?” 

But the odd fact is that they 
never do—or, rather, when they 
do, it’s with a sort of brazen at- 
titude showing that they’re not 
abiding by the rules and regula- 
tions of human conduct, but that 
they’re going to “bull it through”

It’s curious, too, about those 
rules and regulations: They’re| 
universal. They bind everyone, al- | 
ways, everywhere. Not that all, 
of us—or any of us—are models | 
of fair-play and right dealing. But 
we are, all of us, conscious of a 
conflict within ourselves, a conflict | 
hetween what we ought to do, and

It’s born fn us, and it’s as much 
a part of our nature as our power 
to think. One might say that it 
runs even deeper than religion, 
Apart from God’s word, we have 
to think our way from creature to 
Creator as from effect to cause; 
but this standard of human con- 
duct is known by intuition, so that 
men and women of every shade 
of thought—-Moslems, Christians, 
Buddhists, and avowed atheists— 
all of them are conscious of that 
standard and spend a lot of their 
time excusing their violations of 
it. 

Hitler, for all his godless non- 
sense, tried to justify his interna- 
tional piracy by ding-donging over 
and over again the idea that the 
Treaty of Versailles was unfair. 

Now there was a person without 
respect for God or man trying to 
square his actions with the rules 
and regulations of fair-play. I 
think we can say, too, that he 
wasn’t doing it entirely for propa- 
ganda purposes. He had to offer 
an excuse to himself. Otherwise, 
he couldn’t have lived with him- 
self. 

There may be differences in the 
standard among various peoples 
and cultures, but these differences, 
really, are only on the surface. 
In its broad outlines, the rules are 
standard from age to age and from 
nation to nation. Nobody any- 
where is ever going to pin a medal 
on a man for being “yellow.” 
Everybody everywhere detects the 
faults of the miser. 

But let’s give these rules and 
regulations of fair-play a general 
names; let’s lump them together 
and call them the Natural Law. 
Philosophers speak of two_ laws, 
you know—the Law of Nature and 
the Natural Law. 

The Natural Law is that body 
of principles governing fair-play 
between God and man as well as 
between Man and man, while the 
Law of Nature governs the things 
around us. We study this Law

So when we say that the things 
around us are bound by the Law of 
Nature, we mean simply that the 
things around us act in a uniform 
way. As a matter of fact, our own 
bodies are subject to that law. 
The man who drinks a pint of whis- 


ikey in one sitting, for instance, 
has no choice about the effects. 


He'll likely get intoxicated. It’s 
the same way with the fellow who 
steps off the roof of a building. 
He may change his mind on the 
way down, but it’s too late. He 
just can’t repeal the law of 
gravity. 

So that’s the difference between 
the Natural Law and the Law of 
Nature. The Law of Nature is 
really the science of physics, while 
the Natural Law, regulating our 
free action, is the science of ethics. 
The Law of Nature tells us about 
things; the Natural Law tells us 
about people. Physics tells us how 
things always react; ethics tells us 
—not how people always react, 
but rather how they ought to re- 
act. 

The Natural Law imposes a duty 
on us, but at the same time it 
leaves us free to sidestep that 
duty. Everyone of us can choose 
to be a coward or a four-flusher, 
although we know we ought to be 
brave or sincere, depending on the 
circumstances. 

These first, and what we might 
call the simplest, the most obvious 
obligations imposed on us by the 
Natural Law are a matter of im-

Streamlined Encyclicals

A YOUNG steward of the Telephone union in Chicago re- 
cently approached a co-worker and invited her to be- 


come a member. 


“O, I couldn’t join a union,” said the girl. “I’m a Cath- 


olic college graduate. I don’t 


need any union.” 


The steward promptly pulled a pamphlet from her purse 


and showed the girl a few sentences 
written by Pius XI urging all 
working people to unite in unions. 
The girl thought about the Pope’s 
words, which were new to her, and 
in a few days signed up. 

This steward regularly runs into 
difficulty when trying to sell the 
union idea to graduates of Catholic 
colleges. She finds them totally 
indifferent to the idea of solidarity 
among working people, their train-| 
ing having left them with a spirit | 
of individualism, a feeling of “T’ve 
got a right to get ahead, let my) 
fellow workers take care of them- 
selves.” 


More amazing is the existence 
of this indifference at a time when | 
the Church gives definite and pre-| 
cise instruction about the respon-| 
sibilities of both employers and) 
employees. One need look no far-| 
ther than the pronouncements of| 
the modern Popes to find the pat-| 
tern.

This apathy of college men and 
women will not always exist if the 
work of Dr. Francis Brown, pro- 
fessor at the University of Notre 
Dame, is successful. 

Dr. Brown has a theory about 
college students and Papal letters 
that is fast turning into fact. Dur- 
ing several years of teaching 
classes on the encyclicals he has 
found students bogged down and 
discouraged by the page after page 
of fine print and heavy ideas run- 
ing together in the standard ed)- 
tions of the encyclicals. He is cer- 
tain this is one of the chief reasons 
graduates know little of the vital 
doctrine in the letters. 

Some time ago he set about 
fitting the most significant encycli- 
cals into a lucid outline form which 
makes the letters easy to study and 
much more usable for reference. 

When publishers turned away Dr. 
Brown and his streamlined editions, 
he sold the idea to his brothers and 
they joined him in founding their 
own publishing house, The Out- 
line Press, Inc., with offices at 2308 
W. Van Buren, in Chicago. 

Over 5,000 copies of the first of 
the series, On Reconstruction of 
the Social Order, have been sold in 
recent months. Educators, clergy- 
men, and labor leaders have re- 
ceived the new edition with great 
enthusiasm. Wide distribution of 
the 84-page booklet among non- 
Catholics has been achieved 
through a write-up of the project 
which appeared in a recent edition 
of Newsweek. 

Newsweek told the story thus: 
“Many Catholics have found the 
encyclicals hard going, particularly 
since they have been published in 
this country without indexes to 
guide the reader to a particular 

hrase. This has long bothered 
Dr. Brown who feels there is some- 
thing in them ‘for the man on the 
street and everybody else.’ Without 
changing the. official text, the eco- 
nomics professor wanted to break 
them down ifito simple, understand- 
ing sections with a master outline 
and a quick-reference index.” 

With the first of the series a 
success, Dr. Brown and his brothers 
going on with plans to bring

that we mustn’t kill that other 
person; we know that it’s wrong 
to kill an innocent man; and we 
know that just as immediately and 
clearly as we know, when we see 
it, that a circle is round. It’s a 
matter of plain intuition. 


Evading The Law 


But there are people who don’t 
like the idea of submitting to any 
law—even the Natural Law. The 
fact is that all of us have a cer- 
tain amount of pride and self- 
respect—so that because of that 
very human tendency to excuse 
ourselves and “pass the buck,” 
some people have thought up very 
clever arguments to explain away 
the Law. 

We can understand that, even 
thought we can’t excuse it. None 
of us particularly enjoys feeling 
guilty. In fact, it would be very 
nice if we could entirely do away 
with feelings of guilt. But we 
can’t, any more than we can do 
away with disease, suffering, and 
death—much as we might like to. 

It comes to this, then: all of us 
are subject to the Natural Law. 
When we keep that Law, we feel 
good, but when we break it, we 
feel more or less miserable. 

From this we conclude that the 
Natural Law has been imposed on 
us by some force outside of us. 
And experience tells us that this 
force is very much interested in 
justice. As far as we could know 
from the Natural Law alone, there 
is no such thing as pardon or for- 
giveness for violations of that code. 
Either we measure up to that Law

War Relief Services, National 
Welfare Conference, has been 
working out special relief pro- 
grams for children ever since its 
organization in 1940.

It 
hurries life-building foods and 
warm clothing and vital medicines 
directly to the neediest as fast as 
it can send supplies by boat or 
plane. Since the war’s end, it has 
continued its worldwide program 
at a greater pace than ever before. 


War Relief Services is going to 
maintain its network of charity 
abroad during 1948 but it needs 
support to carry on. On March 
7th, the 25,000,000 Catholics are 
being asked to contribute to a na- 
tionwide appeal for funds. 


War Relief Services does many 
things besides succoring the aged, 
sick, destitute and little children 
but I could hardly do justice to its 
tremendous scope in the brief time 
I have at hand. It has been one 
of the charitable organizations to 
do most for Europe’s thousands of 
Displaced Persons and refugees. 
Prisoners of war, students and re- 
ligious orders have benefited by the 
searching light of its generous 
charity. 


But to bring home to you all the 
tremendous need for the continued 
operation of War Relief Services, 
I have deliberately emphasized the 
tragic picture made by the millions 
‘of little children still helpless and 
‘hungry and deprived of: the sim- 
'plest of joys by the cruel wake of 
war. These poor, unfortunate 
babes, whose only clothes are tat- 
tered, greasy rags and whose only 
shelter is often a hovel we wouldn’t 
offer to animals—these are the 
/men and women of tomorrow, the 
leaders of tomorrow’s world. 


Your children, safe and warm 
and happy, busy with their school 
entertainments and laden with 
gifts and toys, are growing up into 
that world of tomorrow, too.

Francis was not yet ready how- 
ever to rest upon his oars, There 
were the islands of Japan which 
still remained to be brought under 
the sweet yoke of Christ. With} 
meticulous care he prepared for 
that conquest. He studied the 
language and translated St. Mat- 
thew’s Gospel into the Japanese 
and learned it by heart. Then like 
a modern Godfrey de Bouillon ad- 
vancing to attack a Saracen strong- 
hold, Francis marched on single- 
handed for the conquest of the 
land of the Rising Sun. So deeply 
did he plant the faith of Christ 
in the hearts of the Nipponese 
that neither the attrition of four 
centuries of circumambient pagan- 
ism nor the persecution of Shinto 
emperors has been able to eradi- 
cate that ancient Christian colony.

For Crucial Battle 


Of Ballot

Reminding that last September 
and, in effect, often since the Holy 
Father has said that “now is the. 
time for action,” Professor Gedda| 
stated that Italian Catholics really | 
agree and are wholeheartedly en- 
gaging in the battle “for Christ, 
for the defense of Christianity and 
of western civilization.” i 

The aim of the National Civic 


Committee, he declared, “is to in- 
culeate the civil and moral obliga-| 
tion of voting and to overcome) 
‘absentees and abstainers,’ the) 


large number of people who have| 


not gone to the polls in recent | 


elections.” 
Professor Gedda explained that 
those who neglected to use their 
right to vote have constituted at 
least 20 per cent of the total Italian 
electorate. He pointed out that 
in the recent municipal elections 
at Pescara, where the results were 
favorable to the communists, be- 
tween 20 and 30 per cent of the 
people did not go to the polls. 


“Vote” and “Vote Well” are the) 


two slogans of the National Civic 
Committee. The appeal to “Vote 
Well,” Professor Gedda said, has 
both a technical and ideological 
aim. “Technically,” he said, “we 
surely must instruct many inex- 
perienced voters how to cast their 
hallot. This is necessary in order 
to combat the vicious tricks of 
communists who in the past have 
taught voters how to mark their 
hallots in such a way as to make 
them void.” 

He affirmed that the National 
Civic Committee does not advocate 
any particular party but only “the 
faith, culture and traditions of 
Italy,” and urges “do not vote for 
marxism” and “do not vote for 
the communist front.” 

Established last February 8, the 
National Civic Committee has al- 
ready been organized in 200 of 
Italy’s 300 dioceses and expects 
to complete its urganization by the 
end of this month. A circular let- 
ter to local leaders states: “At this 


moment of Italy’s life it appears 
to be particularly important to 
rally all forces of Christian inspir- 
ation and to create rapidly an or- 
ganization which, without any oth- 
er purpose or obligation and with- 


out any other responsibility, may 
carry on the great battle and lead 
the great forces of Christian in- 
spiration to victory.” 

The circular then gives instruc- 
tions for building up the organiza- 
tion on diocesan and parish levels. 
Within the parishes there are “sec- 
tors” embracing particular neigh- 
horhoods or économie units, such 
as factories, and below these there 


‘are “nuclei.” concerned with fam- 


ilies, apartment houses and s8im- 
ilar small units. In this way, the 
circular explains, it will be possi- 
ble to obtain a complete census of 
the voters and to contact them In- 
dividually. 

The National Civic Committee 
has its own news service to fur- 
nish information to the Catholic 
press, Professor Gedda said. A

starvation or diseases brought on 
by hunger; in Italy, health camps 
for 850,000 sick and ill-nourished 
children are being operated under 
the supervision of various Catholie 
charities. Thousands upon thous- 
ands of homeless victims of bomb- 
ings, as well as inmates of chil- 
dren’s institutions throughout all 
Italy look to America for support 
during the coming year; in Aus- 
tria, more than 90,000 under-nour- 
ished children in the American 
Zone are dependent upon the Cath- 
olic relief agencies for food. In 
Hungary, more than 152-soup kit- 
chens keep alive tens of thousands 
of men, women, and children. 
These kitchens are operated ex- 
clusively upon food supplied by 
War Relief Services—N.C.W.C.” 
A feature of the campaign, 
known as the “Children’s Collec- 
tion,” finds some 3,000,000 students 
of parochial schools actively par- 
ticipating in the humanitarian 
work of their Bishops. 

Responding to the appeal of His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII on Ash 
Wednesday, when he said, “The 
Holy Father, in the midst of all 
His work and worry for the great 
world-family of Christ, is proud of 
you,” the children are abstaining 
from candy, movies, ice cream and 
mgking other sacrifices to make a 
needy child’s life enjoyable. 

A letter received from a publie 
school teacher in the Middle West 
reads: “My 30 pupils, five of whom 
are Catholics, who contributed $22 
to War Relief Services last year, 
have pledged themselves to double 
that sum this year.” 

Another letter from Boston 
states: “After listening to the 
Holy Father our classroom pledg- 
ed to save during Lent three times 
as much as we did last year for 
the starving children of Europe.” 

A touching letter also has been 
received from a Mother Superior 
on behalf of the children at a 
Catholic orphanage for boys in 
Illinois. Her letter reads: “As our 
little boys ranging from 4 to 14 
years listened to the Holy Father's 
appeal for the starving children of 
Europe their eyes filled with tears. 
They have little to give but they 
asked that the little treats given 
them from time to time be sus- 
pended during the Lenten season 
and the money saved be donated 
to your campaign. They are also 
offering extra prayers daily.” 

These are but a few of the 
thousands of instances of self- 
sacrifice being practiced in the 
schoolrooms throughout the na- 
tion. 

One of the most serious prob- 
lems confronting the Bishops’ Re- 
lief Committee and War Relief 
Services—N.C.W.C. is that of Dis- 
placed Persons. In Germany and 
Austria alone, there remain more 
than 800,000 DP’s and some 200,- 
000 who have not registered for 
fear of forced repatriation. These 
unfortunate people are unwilling 
to be repatriated fearing persecu- 
tion on racial, religious or political 
grounds. They cannot be absorbed 
by the already overcrowded coun- 
tries in which they are now barely 
ekeing out an existence and conse- 
quently they must be resettled in 
a new homeland offered by coun- 
tries willing to assume a Christian 
responsibility for these involun- 
tary exiles. 

To this end, there was recently 
established the Bishops’ Resettle- 
ment Committee under which the 
National Catholic Resettlement 
Council is functioning the chief 
purposes of which are: (1) To 
inform American Catholics of their 
responsibility to the displaced per- 
sons, now existing in the camps in 
Germany, Austria and Italy; (2) 
To determine how many American 
Catholics can supply homes, em- 
ployment or sponsorship for dis- 
placed persons. Sponsorship means 
supplying the funds necessary to 
bring a displaced person to Ame- 
rica.
